An indict­ 
ment against Harry Boyer, foreman of 
the fresh-meat department of the Jacob 
Dold Packing company, charged with 
attempting to bribe a government meat 
inspector, was quashed on the ground 
that congress had no power to create 
the office of meat inspector; that, even 
if Boyer had attempted to bribe an in­ 
spector, as was charged in the indict­ 
ment, he did not commit an offense 
against the government. 
The effect of the decision is to de­ 
clare invalid the law by which people 
who consume the products of Ameri­ 
can packing houses are protected from 
j impure or diseased meats. 
It is prob- 
I able that the decision will make neces­ 
sary a complete reorganization of the 
| bureau of animal industry of the de­ 
partment of agriculture. 
The effect of the ruling may be to 
place a dangerous weapon in the hands 
of Germany, to be wielded in its cam­ 
paign of exclusion against American 
products. 
Should she so desire, it is 
asserted by some, she can now bar out 
American meat and raise a defense of 
self-protection against disease-infected 
j product, which could not

“ W hen the wrongs and oppressions 
of w hich the members of my sex are 
victims, ” said an ardent reformer the 
other day, “ work rn ^ up into such a 
state th at I feel I can stand it no longer, 
I read the English new spapers.” 
“ Heroic 
rem edy,” commented the 
flippant woman who makes biting, 
empty club speeches. 
“ I t’s a positive cure for the divine 
discontent th at comes of knowing too 
much about the working woman and 
the working wom an’s neglected chil­ 
dren,” continued the reformer thought­ 
fully. “ Aud although I am dissolved in 
tears usually, before I get through I go 
back to my work next day w ith infi­ 
nitely more courage and enthusiasm. 
Striving to obtain higher wages and 
shorter hours and working, to have un­ 
ju st aud unsanitary regulations abolish­ 
ed seem trifling tasks compared to the 
herculean labors which confront the 
English reformers. 
This m onth’s num ­ 
ber of The W om en’s Trade Union Re­ 
view, for instance, gives an account of 
the fish curing industry in England. 
G irls of 14 have been found to be work­ 
ing through Saturday night and until 5 
o’clock on Sunday morning. 
The work 
is trying at the best of times, aud the 
girls are described as craw ling borne in 
an exhausted condition. 
No wonder. 
The processes of gutting, salting and 
packing are exempted from the protec­ 
tion of factory legislation on the score 
th at fish is perishable, and the em ploy­ 
ers take advantage of this fact, even 
when the work in hand is not of an 
urgent character. 
“ Then some of the women who do 
the exquisite Irish embroidery on linen 
are paid not w ith money, but in packets 
of candles, tea or soap. As The Review 
says, ‘T h rift is a great virtue, and one 
which is always being inculcated in our 
industrial friends, but unless they were 
magpies they could

th rift on such payments as these. ’ ” 
“ Aud you really think these instances 
you mention are worse than our sw eat­ 
shops and factories?” 
“ Our sweatshops as they exist now 
are as good as the workrooms of most of 
the up town departm ent stores, aud the 
conditions of the English aud the Am er­ 
ican factory girl are as different as is 
night from day.”
